A GAS INDUSTRY 
PROTEST.

HOPES THAT MAY BE 
FALSIFIED. 


Mr. D. Milne Watson, in his presidential 
address at the annual meeting of the Society 
of British Gas Industries in London, spoke 
on the position of gas and electricity in 
national economy. He said public attention 
had been drawn in recent years te electricity 
rather than to gas, and great prominence was 
given to schemes for its development. For 
example, the new electrical super-generating 
station at Barking was very much in the pub- 
lic mind. To preserve a correct sense of pro- 
portion, however, it should be realised that to 
supply to the community the heat energy de- 
livered in gas alone by its near neighbour, 
Beckton gas works, th: Barking super 
station would require to have ten times its 
present maximum capacity. In fact, it might 
be said that the present capacity of this 
super station was no more than the extension 
required annually by the largest London gas 
undertaking to meet the normal increase 'n 


business. 

Perhaps the reason why public attention | 
was focussed upon electricity was that its 
development in certain other countries had 
been spectacular, the uses to which it could 
be put were so varied, and that there was ai 
element of mystery and romance about it 
It had attracted the attention of politicians 
almost to the extent of becoming a battle 
cry, and the proposal of the recent Labour 
Government, and the importance attached to 
electrical development by the other tw) pai 
ties, showed that there was a danger of 
vast sums of public money being expended 
in vagy ng Á up the electricity supply in 
dustry in t near future. 

It was his view that the granting of sub- 
sidies to industry, especially to sheltered in 
dustries, was wrong in principle. In the 
case of electricity it was assumed by far 
too many people that the prosperity of the 
country ey be judged by the quantity of 
electricity consumed, That was wrong. What 
was essential to a country wes a cheap . upply 
of power, light and heat. Subsidised clec- 
tricity could only supply this, it at all, at the 
expense of the gas industry, which would 
mean neglecting the important question of 
coal conservation. Gasworks supplied to 
the community, as gas, coke and chemical 
products, 85 per cent. of the total heat value 
of the coal; the most. efficient electric gene- 
rating station only 20 per cent. In other 
words, the gas industry in Britair gave no 
distinct advantages over a country which de 
pended entirely upon. electrical power and 
heat. 

Electricity had, of course, enormous ind 
important uses, but a comparison of pre-war 
and post-war reserves and dividends of ele 
trical undertakings conclusively proved that 
the electrical industry was not depresse<l, 
Why should not the electrical. industry itself 
pay for any improvements in the method of 
generating and distributing current’? ‘‘We 
cannot but suspect,’’ he added, “that the real | 
réason for State aid being sought for the ele 
trical industry is that there is a body of 
persons in. this country who wish to see an 
expansion of electricity apart from any econo 
mic consideration, and are anxious therefore 
for this purpose that the taxpaye 
bear the burden.”’ 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
MARKETS.

Secondly, it was entirely

bably as up to date and efficient as any in 
the world, supplying cheap electrcity over 
1,400 square miles of industrial area. 

Cheap electricity could not revive 
dustries as shipbuilding, marine engineering, 
locomotive building, and iron foundries, in 
which electricity represented 
cent. of the total working costs. Even a com 
pletely free supply of electrical power could 
not have made good more than one-eighth of 
the discrbpancy betWeen the British and 
foreign tdnders for a recent contract of eight 
news ships for the Blue Star Line. 

Tne approximate consumption of coal for 
domestic purposes in Great Britain was 
35,000,000 tons per annum. It had been 
shown that assuming only one-quarter of the 
heat in the coal thus burned was 
employed, to supply this heat by electricity 
instead would require, on the most optimistic 
assumptions, approximately 55,000,000 tons. 
Th: same amount of he g supplied as smoke 
less fuels, gas and coke, by gas works would 
Thus the adop- 
tion of electricity would mean the additional 
expenditure of 20 million tons as compared 
with a saving of 5,000,000 tons by the gas 
works solution, a difference in. favour of gas 
manufacture of 25,000,000 tons of. coal, as 
well as the valuable tar and ammonia pro 
ducets required for other industries. It would 
be nothing short of scandalous to allow State 
funds to be given to foster the use of a far 
less efficient medium and so deliberately en 
courage waste of the national resource 

Sir Arthur Duckham said an entirely 
position had been built up in the country by 
the present cry of electricity for everything 
The country did not really care about elec.

CAUSE OF ROAD ACCIDENTS. 


A number of motoring accidents on the new 
arterial roads has been attributed to the 
slippery nature of the surfaces. Sir Henry 
Maybury, at the Ministry of Transport, ex 
pressed ‘the opinion that most of the mishaps 
were really due to the fast driving of 
motorists. He would not agree that the Great 
West road, which had been particularly 
singled out for criticism, was abnormally 
slippery, but said that the choice of surface 
for the road was made by the Middlesex 
County Council. The top dressing of asphalt 
used was not new and had been found satis- 
aay elsewhere.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF AN 
ARCHITECT. 


Mr. G. Topham Forrest, architect to the 
London County Council, has reported to the 
Council on a two-months’ visit he made to 
the Eastern cities of the United States. He 
makes a comparison between the New York 
and London building codes, and submits a 
series of recommendations as a result of the 
comparison. His recommendations regarding 
concrete, reinforced concrete and steel frame 
construction are as follows :— 

That in the case of concrete specifications, 
wherever tests are made to ensure that there 
is sufficient sand to fill voids in the gravel, 
the specifications should not require the sand 
to be screened from the gravel and then mixed 
with the gravel again in fixed proportions 
which do not take cognisance of voids in the 
gravel. 

That concrete specifications should be 
amended in such a manner that the amount 
of cement required is quoted as so many bags 
of cement per cubic yard of aggregate, and 
that a bag containing at least 200 lbs. of 
cement be taken as the unit. 

That the necessary action be taken to ob

At 
present there are eighty patients; but if the 
extension scheme, which the Sisters have in 
mind, is carried out, it will enable the hospital 
to deal. with fully two hundred cases. The 
building of a new ward block and treatment 
block was begun some time ago, but within 
the past four months the work had to be 
abandoned, owing to lack funds.
